Sept. 9.—Since the news was receive 
that peace negotiations at Portsmouth 
were approaching a conclusion, the 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
has made a survey of all the Russ.an 
positions from Mongolia to headquar- 
ters, the object in part being to ascer- 
tain the extent to which the efforts 
making for peace were viewed by 'the 
army. 


Th<> negotiations received no official 


recognition in the field prior to their 
successful conclusion, t!ie army keep- 
ing in a state of preparedness for a 
battle until the receipt by General Llne- 
vitch from Emperor Nicholas, declar- 
ing that the treaty had been signed and 
that his majesty accepted the condi- 
tions arrived at. This telegram was of- 
ficially published in the army newspa- 
per on Sept. 6 and the outlines of the 
peace conditions were presented in the 
same publication today.

Washington, Sept. 10.—A member of 


the interstate commerce commission, 
speaking unofficially, said today: 'It 
looks now as though the President 
would succeed in getting legislation 
which will destroy the present system 
of private car lines, and force the rail- 
roads Into the necessity of furnishing 
refrigeration and other facilities 
for 


the handling of perishable freight. 
If 


they do this they will be responsible 
for the charges 
in connection 
with 


such facilities under the law, just as 
they now are for the primary freight 
charges. 
This means that they will 


have to publish regular schedules of 
rates, and hence our commission will 
exercise its right under the 
law of 


regulating them.

FIGHT IN MIDAIR 


WITH MAD LASCAR.

London, Sept. 10—An exciting strug- 


gle with: a mad Lascar seaman took 
place in mid-air in the rigging'of the 
steamship Asia, -o£ the Anchor Line, 
which has just arrived in the Royal 
Albert Docks. 
The Lascar, a powerful man, named 


Hadii Cassini, went out of his m.incl 
soon after the vessel was berthed, and 
complained that the noise rna^o by 
unloading the cargo hqi;t his .head. 


Soon afterwards he left his" work, 


ran into the rigging, and took up a 
perilous position at the' top of the 
foremast, 60 feet above the level ot the 
deck.

The chief Lascar seaman,, called the 


serarig, and one of the officers tried 'to 
persuade him to descend, but as he 
took no notice he was allowed, to re- 
main, for it wa-s believed that he would 
eventually return "to the'deck. 


For five hours, however, the man 


clung- to the top rigging. 
Then 
he 


seized the signal halyard, twisted a 
noose in it and before anyone could 
interfere slipped the noose around his 
neck, took a flying lea.p from~the mast- 
head, and- sivung in the air, struggling 
wildly. 


The first, second and third officers 


and several of the crew climbed into 
the rigging, and at considerable risk 
caught The swaying rope and released 
the Lascar. Then began a fierce strug- 
gle on the mast top, where this Las^r 
fought the serahg and 
cer with maniacal fury. 


The work of unloading stopped. Dock 


laborers, officials and others crowding 
to the side of the vessel, held their 
breath as they watched the desperate 
fight in mid-air. 


The crew on deck hoisted a large 


cargo basket, which they tried to sus- 
pend beneath the mad. Lascar, but be- 
fore they could,'get into position, he 
broke away from.his captors, and feli 
to the deck.

Of all the preachers the church has 


had, it is said that there is no doubt 
that this man did more for the up- 
building of the Baptist church in' De- 
catur than any other pastor before or 
since. 
One winter he held a revival 


meeting at which a large number of 
young men and women were converted, 
which was unusual considering the 
size of.the city during his time., 


At the time Rev. Mr. Ellis came to 


this city he was just-fresh from col- 
lege. Since then he has developed in- 
to one of the most prominent pastors 
in the church. He went from Decatur 
to Bloom'ington. From Bloomington he 
went to Cincinnati as pastor of tae 
Baptist church there, and from there 
he went to Denver, where he is now 
and has been for many years pastor 
of the Baptist church. 


Rev. 
Tolman's Time. 


The church on Water 
and William 


streets was built in IS57, during the 
pastorate of Rev. J. N. Tolman, also 
an influential man. During the time 
that Rev. J. C. Bonham was minister 
of the church this property was sold, 
which was in 1S73. Then the lot on 
which the present place of worship 
now stands was purchased 
and

The new brick church on Water and 


William streets was the building in 
which some of the most interesting 
history of the church %-as made.

was at its height. Rev. Frank M. El- 
lis, who was without doubt the great- 
est orator the church has ever had as 
a pastor, preside.d. over 'the-'congrega- 
tion.

Most Distinguished. 


These last two men were probably 


the most distinguished members of the 
early church. They were sons of Unit- 
ed States Senator Ira Harris of New 
York state, and were the most.wealthy 
citizens of Decatur at that time. 


Colonel Harris received his mjlitary 


training in West Point. He married a 
wealthy heiress of Cleveland, reputed 
to have "been worth over a million dol- 
lars. Her maiden name was Witt, and 
a street in this city now bears that 
name in her. honor. She was a culti- 
vated singer and her beautiful voice 
[never failed to attract large crowds 
' of people into the church. 


I 
Captain Harris received his 
train- 


ling in Annapolis, and saw some serv- 
ice in the navy. He married a wom- 
l a n , who, though not as rich as his 
brother's wife, was wealthy. 


Started an .Addition. 


These two gentlemen came to this 


city with the Rolling Mill company, 
which was then being started up here, 
md invested lurge amounts of money 
in property. It was. they who laid out 
the Rolling Mill addition to the city. 
They were free with their money and 
contributed liberally to the church for 
the purpose of securing better accom- 
modations and for other purposes.

no board of education, as at present. 
Two small rooms, one formerly used 
as a pastor's study and the other as 
a store room, were converted into reci- 
tation rooms.

SUPERIORITY .OF RED CEDAR. 


Importance of This Native Tree as An 


Ornamental Plant. 


Any one who has noticed the num- 


berless half-starved red cedars in tha 
country, standing up on so many stilts, 
would hardly imagine that this ever- 
green is by far the most promising of 
all material for formal gardens in tW 
northeastern United States. Yet it is 
so 
The red cedar can be trained Into 


nearly every shape that is demanded 
in the formal garden. These dominant 
forms, says the Garden Magazine, ar« 
as follows: 


1. The standard or bay-tree form— 


Of course, no conifer can take the 
piace of a broad-leaved evergreen, but 
the bay must be kept in a house all 
winter. 


2. The dome—For this purpose the 


globose arborvitae is superior to box, 
privet and. cataipa bangei, since the 
box is not hardy enough and the others 
are deciduous. 
3. The pyramid—In this form the 


red cedar has to compete with arbor 
vitae. Nordmann's and the silver fir, 
and the 
Douglas, 
white and Norway 


spruce. 


4. The 
spire 
or 
column—In this 


shape the red cedar will reproduce tha 
effect of the cypress in Italian gar- 
dens. 


„. The arch—In default of a hardy 


evergreen 
vine, red cedars can ba 


trained in pairs over iron pipes to form 
perfect garden arches six feet across 
and ten feet high. 
Finally, the rugged picturesqueness 


of the famous Swiss stone pine can be 
.eproduced by moving battle-scarred 
old cedars 
thirty or thirty-five feet 


high, their bare trunks crowned with 
an iregular tuft of foliage.
